Those Who Misrepre- 
sent the Church of God 
are Subject to God’s

This subject is by no means new 
to us who compose the Church of God. 
While it is not like all other truth it 
is rich enough and strong enough to 
rehearse or to stand alone. Therefore, 
we hope to say something here that 
will be helpful in causing that ad- 
hesiveness and stickability that is so 
vital to the welfare of the church to 
prevail. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE 
CHURCH 

In the mind and purpose of God, 
hidden behind the veil of time before 
the present world began, Eph. 1:4, 
chosen of God, (Gr. ekseleksato) and 
if chosen then a certain and specific 
quality and purpose is at once ascer- 
tained, and if so, then, unless that 
purpose and quality is present, it is 
possible that the very thing, or name 
we may call ourselves, is set aside be- 
cause of the lack of proper qualifica- 
tions or conditions. 

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 

“According as he hath chosen us in 
him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before him in love.” 
Eph. 1:4. Notice the requirements of 
the church by the God of love, i. e. 
“That we should be holy. Not only 
“holy” but “blameless.” If this is the 
requirements of the Founder of the 
church, there is grave danger of those 
who ‘may call themselves the church 
not being so. 

With the above let us compare 1 
Cor. 1:2, “Unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth, to them that are 
sanctified in Christ Jesus.” Here the 
epistle is addressed to the “sanctified” 
which synchronizes with Eph. 1:4, 
“that we should be holy.” This is 
God’s requirement for His Church and 
is specifically foreshadowed by the 
word used for church in Greek, The 
Greek word used for church is 
ekklesia which is formed from the 
preposition “ek” meaning, out of, de- 
noting source, etc., and the verb 
“kaleo” which denotes being called in- 
to one’s presence, or to do a particu- 
lar thing. Hence the meaning of the 
word ekklesia is plain and distinct, 
and when used with respect to the 
people of God is so used to denote the 
fact that we have been called out from 
the world and are now called into 
the presence of God. It was used with 
respect to Israel in the wilderness 
after her out-calling from the land of 
Egypt, by Stephen to his address of 
defense before his execution. This 
usage has a very profound meaning, 
for while Israel remained in the land 
of Egypt she was never called an 
ekklesia, but after the voice of God 
had taken action, the verb ‘“kaleo” 
found its true action in the response 
of Israel to that call, in that under 
the direction of Moses and Aaron Is- 
rael came out of the land of Egypt. 
After her obedience to that call, hav- 
ing crossed into the wilderness and 
having freed herself from the house 
of Egyptian bondage, to the verb 
may now be added the preposition 
“ek” which gives us the Greek word 
“ekklesia” which is used for church. 
Thus Israel becomes the ekklesia, or 
the out-called ones of God, and at the 
same time becomes the mouthpiece of 
God to utter all prophetical truth 
which is of God prepared for the na- 
tions. 

Now let us look at the Hebrew 
word used for Egypt, which is 
“Mitsreem” and means “the land of 
darkness.” Thus we at once find 
when Israel was out-called from the 
land of Egypt and was called an 
ekklesia, we have laid the true type 
of the New Testament church whicb 
has its parallel in the out-calling of 
the Church of God from darkness and 
the sin of the world—‘Wherefore he 
saith, Come ye out from among them, 
and I wl] receive you and be unto 
you a sod and ye shall be unto me 
sons and daughters.” Then if we are 
to take the true meaning of the word 
ekklesia as is defined by the etymo- 
logical values of the word itself, we 
may never properly use the word 
ekklesia of those professing Christ 
who never laid aside the outer works 
of darkness and separated themselves 
from the “house of bondage” and the 
lusts of the world and congregated 
together unto the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Those that preach the idea of sin- 
ning more or less every day and that 
we cannot live without sinning, never 
have the right to the sacred usage of

Desires the Prayers Of 
God’s People 


This is the present state of my son, 
Homer Simpson’s case. The Supreme 
Court of Georgia is composed of six 
members. In passing on Simpson’s 
case they were divided, four and two. 
Two were for giving Simpson a new 
hearing. These were Chief Justice 
Russell and Associate Justice Hines. 

Brother Roe Crye, Sister Ethel Lee, 
my wife, and I nave just returned 
from an eight cays visit from the 
grand old state of Georgia. We visited 
Atlanta, Macon, Valdosta, Waycross, 
Thomasville, and Brunswick. The last 
named is where my son, Homer, was 
tried. We found eleven of the jurors, 
of which ten willingly signed a peti- 
tion to commute his sentence to life, 
giving as their reason that defendant 
Homer Simpson was tried first and 
since his trial Malcom Morrow, E. G. 
Waller, and Mamie Lee Todd, co-de- 
fendants, have been tried. During 
these trials new facts were brought 
out, showing that Simpson did none 
of the shooting whatever, but, on the 
contrary, tried to keep Morrow from 
shooting. After Mr. C. A. Perry was 
wounded, Simpson was making all ef- 
forts possible to get him to the hos- 
pital. In the meantime, their car was 
wrecked. Simpson’s nose and three 
ribs were broken, Morrow a!so suffer- 
ed a broken hip. During this scene 
Waller escaped with all the money. 

Since this sad tragedy Simpson, like 
the prodigal son of old and King 
David, has wept his way back to Cal- 
vary and has repented of all his sins. 
He is now living an humble Chris- 
tian life in the Bible County jail and 
is teaching the unlearned prisoners 
to read and write, He is also teaching 
them that “the wages of sin is death, 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ.” A number of 
prisoners have been converted since 
Simpson has been in prison. 

The authorities tell me that he has 
been a model prisoner and has given 
them no trouble whatever. He is now 
reading thru the Bible the fourth time 
since his imprisonment. 

We desire the prayers of God’s chil- 
dren everywhere that God’s will may 
be done by our dear boy.—J. H. Simp- 
son.

Until We Die 





Socn the last Gelden Opportunity of Life will Pass

2 Kings 7:3b 


The words of ie text were spoken 
by a man who was a leper. He, with 
others, was in exile because of tie 
dreadful disease of leprosy which had 
-aken hold on them. They were away 
from home and loved ones and there 
was an awful famine on in the I:nd. 
We do not know what stage of the 
disease they were in but we are told 
that leprosy is a type of sin. At first 
it is scarcely noticeable, It possibly 
appears in bright spots in the flesh 
but later begins to spread and become 
inflamed, then the flesh will get sore 
and crack and bleed and soon tic 
fingers and toes will come off at the 
first joint and in like manner it con- 
tinues to eat on the body until death. 
No cure, nothing to do but, grope 
along each day and hour’ growing 
worse until death. 

It is very sad to think of, but a 
good comparison of sin. When sin is 
first manifest in the child it is not 
considered to be very bad. The little 
fellow will possibly take a mad fit but 
it isn’t considered to be very bad, it is 
rather funny and amusing to watch 
him. Many times we have seen them 
take mad spasms and even fight their 
mother. I have heard the parent tell, 
apparently with delight, of the mad 
spell their child had had. It was in 
no way considered dangerous or dis- 
graceful. Later the little fellow would 
misrepresent things and we have 
known of parents who would look up- 
on it with lightness and seem to think 
it to be a bright act of the child. Later 
on they would take little things that 
did not belong to them, and received 
but very little attention from the par- 
ents. But as time passed on and the 
child grew to man or womanhood this 
dreaded disease of sin would continue 
to grow on them, sometimes develop- 
ing into revelling and drunkenness, 
sometimes into theft and even mur- 
der. Then the awful anguish that 
would begin to take hold on the par- 
ents because of the awful trouble their 
child had gotten into, and sin was to 
blame for it all. 

Some several years ago I lived next 
door to some folks who had a boy 
that had committed an awful crime 
and the law said he had to die in 
the, electric chair. The parents had 
hope that he might get a sentence to 
life imprisonment, which would have 
been awful punishment, but when the 
day arrived for his execution the 
news came to the poor father and 
mother that it had been finished and 
that their boy was dead. Oh! the 
awful anguish and heart-rending ex- 
pressions from those poor parents. 
Up till then they had had some hope, 
but alas, the wages of sin is death. It 
may not appear very bad at first, but 
remember that it will continue’ to 
grow worse until death. 

Those poor lepers were starving and 
the awful disease growing worse’ from 
day to day. They knew that they 
could not live long, but to continue 
to sit there it could not be far in the 
distance to death, so the question was 
asked, “Why sit we here until we die?” 
They arose and the result was plenty 
of food, not only for them but for 
others also. You who have the awful 
disease of sin should realize that it. 
like leprosy, is getting a stronger hold 
on you each day and that there is an 
awful death awaiting you. “Why sit 
we here until we die?” when there is 
pardon and cleansing offered to all. 
But there is something for you to do 
that you may receive the blessing. 
Why sit there until you die when 
God has made the plan so easy? We 
hear so many say, “I would like to be 
a Christian,” but there they sit and 





will not make a move. There is some- 
thing for every man and woman to do 
to be saved. God has fixed it that way 
and while He willeth not the death of 


any, but would that all men come to 
Him and live, yet He expects us to 
come to Him for life and if we fail 
to put forth the effort we may expect 
to only linger a few days and die. 

Many times we ask folks the ques- 
tion, “Do you want to be a Christian?” 
The answer invariably is, “Yes.” Then 
the next question is, “Why not make 
the start now?” and many times the 
answer will be, “J don’t feel like it. I 
want to be a Christian, but do not feel 
like making a start or putting forth 
any effort whatever.” They seem to 
think that there will come a time in 
their lives when they will feel like 
meeting God’s conditions. I wonder 
if those lepers felt like going? I im- 
agine that they did not. Their feet 
and hands were possibly sore and 
swollen; they were sick and faint, it 
took a great effort on their part to 
make a move at all, but when they 
thought of how near death they were 
if they failed to move, they de’d°c 
to try. You who are in sin have some- 
thing to do to get to Ged ard if you 
linger much longer it will be for ever 
too late. Today is the day of salva 
tion: if you hear His voice harden 
not your heart. 

There is work fcr the Christian to 
do. God saves us to serve and not to 
sit down. He wants us to be energetic 
and do with our might what our hand 
findeth to do. There is not a moment 
that we cannot find something to do 
for the Lord. So many today are sit- 
ting in idleness, looking for something 
great to do, letting all their oppor- 
tunities pass unnoticed, waiting for 
special inspiration or feeling, but God 
wants us to bestir ourselves and press 
our way to Him. 


When the sinner realizes his dying 
condition, that he is lost, and if his 
earthly life should end he would drop 
into endless night and be forever lost, 
that is conviction enough and he 
should act upon the judgment that 
God has given him. Arise, make the 
start. God demands it and man must 
do it. The first step toward God is to 
make a decision: “J will arise.” When 
the decision is made we start then. 
Next, repent and make restitution 
where it is possible. Consecrate your 
entire being to Him and tarry before 
Him, delighting yourself in Him un- 
til you receive the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, then do with your might what 
your hand findeth to do until you 
hear Him say, “It is enough. Well 
done thou good and faithful servant, 
thou hast been faithful over a few 
things.” 

Life is very brief and will soon be 
over and the angel of death will soon 
appear and summon us to the great 
beyond. There will be no way of get- 
ting by. We will have to go. We have 
known of men who were under death 
sentence and the date for their execu- 
tion set, but by certain, 4ggal process 
they got a thirty or s® day respite, 
and in some cases get a commutation 
to life imprisonment, but when the 
angel of death appears there will be 
no argument sufficient. We may cry 
out and ask to be spared over to an- 
other year. We may say, Only give 
me a few more moments in which to 
prepare. Remember the rich fool — 
This night thy soul is required of thee. 
There was no time granted unto him 
in which to get ready. He had waited 
too long. Many are putting off from 
time to time, sitting in idleness and 
though the Holy Spirit is knocking

This is.the full 
name of the church as we find in 1 
Cor. 1:1,2; 1 Cor. 10:32; 1 Cor. 11:22; 
1 Cor. 15:9; 2 Cor. 1:1; Ga’. site; 2 
Tim. 3:5-15. The full rendering is the 
church of God. There is a reason that 
it bears this name. This reason we 
find in the 16th chap. of Matt. “When 
Jesus came into the coasts of Caesarea 
Philippi, he asked his disciples, say- 
ing, Whom do men say that I the Son 
of man am? And they said, Some say: 
that thou art John the Baptist: some, 
Elias, and others, Jeremias or one 
of the prophets.” But, “He saith unto 
them, But whom say ye that I am? 
And Simon Peter answered and said, 
Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.” Paul states in Eph. 
1:22, 23 that God “hath put all things 
under his feet, and gave him to be 
the head over all things to the church, 
Which is his body.” We readily see 
that the body of the son of God is 
the church, and that will automatical- 
ly make it the Church of God. As He 
is the son af God, this is the reason 
it is called the church of God. If 
the church is a good thing and the 
right thing, surely it is of God for all 
good things come from Him. Eph. 
4:6 says there is one God and Father 
of us all, who is above all. Since He 
is above all and the Father of all, 
even the Son of God our Redeemer, 
the Maker of this world and all its 
beauties and peculiarities, surely He 
is worthy for the church to bear His 
name. It is nothing but right and 
Bible. Tha wise man says in Prov. 
30:5, 6 “Ewery word of God is pure: 
He is a shield unto them that put 
their trust in Him. Add thou not un- 
to his words, lest he reprove thee, 
and thou be found a liar,” (in judg- 
ment). Rev. 22:18, 19 tells us not to 
add to His words neither take from, 
but just leave it as it is. 


Some say that there is nothing to 
a name, but that doesn’t make it true 
by any means. We find that the defi- 
nition of name is designation which is 
to distinguish or to point out. Thanks, 
be to God, we find that the church, 
He purchased with His own blood is 
designated, distinguished and pointed 
out in the Holy Bible as The Church 
of God. We notice ‘that Paul in writ- 
ing to the brethren at Corinth desig- 
nated or pointed them out as_ the 
church of God which was at Corinth 
(and not in Heaven). He did not ad- 
dress this letter to the church of the 
first born, neither to the House of God, 
nor to the Churen of Christ, but desig- 
nated it to the Church of God at Cor- 
inth. They were doing business under 
this name, known in Corinth as the 
church of God. It was to those who 
were justified by faith Rom. 5:1, 
sanctified with His own blood Heb. 
13:12, and filled with the Holy Ghost 
and did speak in other tongues 1 Cor. 
14:18. 


We read in the first chapter of Luke 
where tNere was a certain priest nam- 
ed Zacharias and his wife Elizabeth, 
and they were both well stricken in 
years. They had no child for Elizabeth 
was barren, Luke 1:7. As Zacharias 
was offering incense in the temple an 
angel came down from God out of 
Heaven and said unto him “Fear not, 
Zacharias: for thy prayer is heard;

to circumcise and to name the child 
on the eighth day. They said we will 
call him Zacharias after his father, 
but his mother answered and said, 
“Not so, but he shall be called John.” 
They wondered at this as none of his 
kindred were called by his name, But 
listen, dear reader, this was God’s 
name for him; and his father being 
dumb, they made a sign at him to 
know what he would have the child 
called. He motioned for a writing 
tablet, and wrote, saying, His name 
is John. Then what happened? They 
all marvelled. “And his mouth was 
opened immediately, and his tongue 
loosed, and he spake, and _ praised 
God.” This was after he recognized 
his name. Then you tell me there is 
nothing to a name? Thére was some- 
thing to John’s name, and there is 
something to the church’s name for 
the church is of more importance and 
greater than John’s was because it is 
the body of Christ. We find from 
reading the Scriptures that the body 
of Christ is the church, Eph. 1:22, 23 





and 1 Cor. 12:27. Now we want to 
find what the body of Christ is com- 
posed of. 


In 1 Cor. 12:27 Paul said as he was 
writing to the church of God at 
Corinth (a visable church of God at 
Corinth), “Now ye are the body of 
Christ, and members in particular.” 
So those people at Corinth whom he 
was writing to were the Church of God 
and what composed the body of 
Christ. How were they put togeth- 
er to the extent that they did com- 
pose or organize the body of Christ 
which is the church? Jesus said in 
Matt. 16:18, I will build my church. 
The definition of build is to con- 
struct or erect. We read in Eph. 4:16 
“From whom the whole body (church) 
fitly joined together,” and not born 
into each other or born in the body 
(church), but joined unto each other, 
thus composing the body of Christ 
(church). Then we become a member 
in particular of the’ church. Eph. 
2:21 “In whom all the building,” (I 
will build my church) “fitly framed 
together.” If any one were to have a 
pile of material (lumber) and some- 
one would come along and say, You 
have a nice building (house), he 
would quickly say, “That is no build- 
ing but only the material for it.” But 
when he employs a_ carpenter who 
could build to the blue print (Bible), 
he will take the material (now ye are 
the body of Christ and members in 
particular) and fitly join it together 
or frame it, as Paul stated in 1 Cor. 
3:10, “According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as 
masterbuilder, I have laid the founda- 
tion, and another buildeth thereon. 
But let every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon.” Let him buila 
accoiding to the blue print (Bible). 
Paul said in 1 Cor. 11:1 “Be ye fol- 
lowers of me, even as I also am of 
Christ.” Then the man will have a 
house, the rains may fall, the winds 
blow, but he will have protection be- 
cause the carpenter has organized 
(joined together) his material for 
him. We see the body of Christ is 
joined together and who is the body? 
We are the body; now ye are the 
body of Christ, thus composing the 
church. 

The rains might fall and the winds 


' blow (winds of doctrines Eph. 4:14) 


but we have protection in the house 
of God which is the true gospel of the 
living God.

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THE COVENANT

A covenant is a solemn contract 
either between man and man or be- 
tween God and man. 


There are eight great covenants of 
Scripture which condition life and 
salvation, and about which all Scrip- 
tures erystalize. They are the Edenic, 
the Adamic, the Noahic, the Abra- 
hamic, the Mosiac, the Palestinian, 
the Davadic, and the New Covenant. 

The Edenic, the first of these cove- 
nants and conditional on the life of 
man in innocency, was made with 
Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden 
and only lasted until the fall of man. 
The man and woman were responsible 
to replenish the earth with a new 
order—man; to subdue the earth with 
human uses; to have dominion over 
the animal creation; to eat the herbs 
and fruits; to till and keep the gar- 
den; and to abstain from eating of 
the Tree of Knowledge of Good and 
Evil, the penalty for this offense be- 
ing death. 

The Adamic Covenant conditions 
the life of fallen man—conditions 
which must remain until in the king- 
dom age, “the creation also shall be 
delivered from the bondage of cor- 
ruption into the glorious liberty of 
the sons of God.” In this covenant the 
serpent, the tool of Satan, is cursed— 
from the most beautiful and subtle of 
creatures to a loathsome reptile! — 
and becomes God’s illustration in na- 
ture of the effects of sin. Here is the 
first promise of a Redeemer, and also, 
here begins the “highway of Seed:” 
Abel, Seth, Noah, Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, Judah, David, and Immanuel— 
Christ. The state of the woman was 
changed in three particulars: Multi- 
plied conception, motherhood linked 
with sorrow, and the headship of man, 
The earth was cursed for man’s sake, 
and inevitable sorrow of life was pro- 
nounced. The light occupation of 
Eden was changed to burdensome 
labor in the fields. 

The covenant that God made with 
Noah established the principle of hu- 
man government, confirmed the rela- 
tion of man to the earth under the 
Adamic Covenant, assured Noah that 
the recurrence of the seasons and of 
day and night would not cease, and 
that judgment would not again come 
to the human race in the form of a 
flood. It made three prophetic decla- 
rations: That from Ham would de- 
scend a posterity of inferiorty and 
servitude; that Shem would have a 
peculiar relation to Jehovah—all di- 
vine revelation is through  semitic 
men, and Christ after the flesh de 
scends from Shem; and that from 
Japhet would descend the “enlarged” 
races—government, science, and art, 
speaking broadly, are and have been 
Japhetic. History is the indisputable 
record of the exact fulfillment of these 
declarations. This covenant lasts un- 
til the kingdom age, and has as its 
sign, the rainbow. 

The Abrahamic Covenant, which God 
made with Abraham and renewed with 
Isaac, is an “everlasting covenant”. It 
founded the nation of Israel and con- 
firmed, with specific addition, the 
Adamic promise of redemption. In 
this covenant God promises six things 
to Abraham, viz: “I will make of thee 
a great nation”—‘‘as the stars. of 
heaven” and “as the dusts of the 
earth”, “I will bless thee’’—spiritual- 
ly and temporally, and “thou shalt 
be a blessing”, “I will bless them 
that bless thee” and “curse them that 
curse thee’, “in thee shall all the na- 
tions of the earth be blessed”, The 
condition of this covenant was that 
Abraham should leave all his country, 
kindred, and father’s house, and fol- 
low the Lord into a land which He 
would show him. 

The Mosaic Covenant was given to 
Israel in three divisions: The Com- 
mandments, expressing the righteous 
will of God; the “judgments”, gov- 
erning the social life of Israel; and 
the “ordinances”, governing the reli- 
gious life of Israel. It condemns ail 
men “for that all have sinned’, The 
Mosaic Covenant is not in force while 
Israel is seattered. 

When the Mosaic Covenant is re- 
newed it becomes the Palestinian 
Covenant, which gives the conditions 
under which Israel entered the land 
of promise. The nation as a whole 
has never yet taken the land under 
the Abrahamic Covenant, nor has it 
ever possessed the whole land. The 
covenant includes the dispersion of 
Israel for disobedience, the future re- 
pentance of Israel while in the dis- 
persion, the return of the Lord, the 
restoration of Israel to the land, the 
national conversion of Israel, the 
judgment of Israel’s oppressors, and 
the national prosperity of Israel. The 
covenant lasts until the end of the 
Millennium. 

The Davidiec Covenant, upon which 
the glorious kingdom of Christ “of 
the seed of David according to the 
flesh” is to be founded, establishes the 
perpetuity of the Davidie family ful- 
filled in Christ; and of the Davidic 
kingdom over Israel and over’ the 
whole earth, to be fulfilled in and by 
Christ. This covenant, which is ever- 
fasting, has but one condition: Dis- 
obedience in the Davidic family is to 
be visited with chastisement, but not 
to the abrogatica of the covenant. The 
chastisement fell first in the division 
of the kingdom under Rehoboam, and 
finally, in the captivities. Since that 
time but one king of the Davidic 
family has been crowned in Jerusalem, 
and He was crowned with thorns. The 
Davidic Covenant, confirmed to David

the word ekklesia, for indeed they 
have never uveyed the call of the verb, 
nor yet fulfilled te proper usage of 
the preposition by coming out from 
the darkness of the world. An ekklesia 
not only denotes the out-calling from 
the bondage of the darkness of sin 
but it has the idea of assemblage to- 
gether as is inferred by the Hebrew 
word “kohol” which in its truest 
meaning, has the idea of assemblage 
of God’s children into one body, being 
separate from the world, and is for- 
eign’ to division of the various creeds 
and so-called churches of today. Thus 
it remains that God must, under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, gather 
His children into the one and true 
body of Jesus Christ, having separat- 
ed them from the world and the doc- 
trine and commandments of men be- 
fore He may have His true ekklesia. 
Furthermore, as Israel was under the 
true theocracy of God by the appoint- 
ment of Moses, His chosen leader, 
guided by the Spirit of His mouth 
and hovered over by the pillar of fire 
by night and the pillar of cloud by 
day, just so must God hover over and 
guide His church under His chosen 
leaders of today by the Holy Spirit. 
As Israel who was called an ekklesia 
in the wilderness which is typical of 
the journey of the Church of God thru 
its trials and sorrows into the haven 
of the promised land, and as the chil- 
dren of Israel were at last landed 
there in the truest of safety finder the 
leadership of Joshua, just so will the 
Church of God lastly reach the de 
sired haven of rest under the leader- 
ship of Jesus Christ. Not only shall 
we reach it but as Israel under the 
leadership of Joshua drove out the 
seven nations of the land of Canaan, 
just so the Church of God will reign 
with Christ until the demonic powers 
and principalities of Satan may know 
and behold the vicarious death of 
Christ on the cross. Eph. 3:10. 

The land of Canaan means the 
“low regions” and though typical of 
Heaven itself, is not the truest abode 
of God’s saints, for Abraham looked 
not for Canaan “the low regions” but 
for a city that hath foundations whose 
designer and architect is God, but as 
Israel must drive out the seven na- 
tions before she inhabited the land, 
just so the Church of God must 
mount the throne of grace and put 
on that endument of power that she 
may drive out the evil of Satan and 
possess the land for Christ, that Is, 
she must possess the promises as 
contained in the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. Israel might not inhabit the 
land she did not. conauer, nor ‘hall 
the Church of God enjoy the vic- 
tories over Satan if she will not fight. 
As the defeat of Israel was manifest 
when Achan had sinned against God, 
just so now must we have a holy and 
blameless Church of God and while 
there may arise the company of Korah 
who intrude into the sacred places 
of leadership that God has enjoined 
unto those whom He has_ chosen, 
there will certainly be a like mani- 
festation of a fall as was theirs. Or 
there may arise the sin of Achan in 
his covetousness, but that sin will 
soon be discovered and be vindicated 
by the chosen leaders of God, and 
His church move on to the goal. 

God has for His church the state 
of holiness that must be reached, and 
not only so but we must come to that 
frame of mind that we will act con- 
scientiously that we may be blameless. 
When we have come to this state and 
frame of mind then we can press the 
battle on the front toward the ranks 
of the enemy, and if not, then the 
enemy is battling within our own 
ranks to confuse and spoil the effi- 
ciency of the Church of God and thus 
hinder and retard the action of the 
church to such an extent that we may 
not accomplish the evangelization of 
the world for Christ. Let us therefore 
covet to love; learn to be longsuffer- 
ing, forbearing and forgiving One an- 
other as God for Christ’s sake has 
forgiven us, praying with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit with 
all perseverance, that we may be ef- 
fective workers for the Lord Jesus 
Christ.

The New Covenant rests upon the 
sacrifice of Christ and secures the 
eternal blessedness under the Abra- 
hamic Covenant of all who believe. It 
is absolutely unconditional, and since 
no responsibility is by it committed 
to man, it is final and irreversible. 
The New Covenant is better than the 
Mosaic Covenant, not in morality, but 
in efficiency. It is established on bet- 
ter promises. In the Mosiac Covenant 
God said, “If ye will’; in the New, 
He says, “I will.’ Under the Mosiac 
Covenant, obedience sprang from 
fear; under the New Covenant, it 
springs from a willing heart and 
mind. The New Covenant secures the 
personal revelation of the Lord to ev- 
ery believer and the complete ob- 
livion of sins. It rests upon an ac- 
complished redemption and secures 
the perpetuity, future conversion, and 
blessing of Israel. The New Covenant 
is the eighth, speaking of resurrection 
and of eternal completeness. 

The relation of Christ to the cove- 
nants is as follows: To the Edenic 
Covenant, Christ, as the “Second 
Man”, the “Last Adam”, takes the 
place over all things which the first 
Adam lost. He is the “Seed of the 
woman” of the Adamic Covenant and 
fulfilled its conditions of toil and
